A RIFLE’S “SIGNATURE.” 


It is a signature scored by the 
barrel’s grooves and “lands” which 
bear the microscopic scratches left 
by the rifling cutter and boring 
bit. These are transferred, at the 
moment of firlng, to the speeding 
bullet. oe ‘ 

‘Exhaustive experiments have 
shown that no two barrels of a 
standard pattern, sny a Colt .32, 
leave identical markings. 

Each is unique because the tools 
of manufacture suffer microscopic 
changes with each operation, as a 
razor blade edge changes with exch 
shave.

For. the ‘ past 
year — (193-4)—which ‘showed a 
record drop—the mortality totalled 
1B per 100,000. In other words, 
there has occurred in the interval 
a three-quarters diminution in the 
death-rate.

BUILDING COSTS 

In the section of its: report 
dealing with property, the Econo- 
mic Commission suggested that 
increasing number of 
Government regulations and 
restrictions in regard’ to building 
construction were having un- 
desirable consequences. As ‘a 
result, it was indicated, many 


‘}landlords complained that it war 


impossible to obtain ari economic 
return:on the cost of construc- 
tion, Property values at the. 
moment are admittedly not high, 
but there are a number of fac- 
tors contributing to this state of 
affairs, one of which, overbuild- 
ing, is referred to at length in 
the Commission’s report. 
Whilst it may be’ true that 
Government regulations and res- 
trictions also play their part in’ 
increasing the cost of construc- 
tion, there would be an obvious 
danger in any undue relaxing of 


*|measures. considered necessary 


from the standpoint. both of 
public safety and hygienic condi- 
tions of life. The present Inws 
on building ‘construction. are xo 
complex and cover -such minute 
details that it is impossible for 
other'than those with expert 
knowledge on. the subject to say 
whether axisting standards are 
set unnecessarily high. In. the 
circumstances, there would ap- 
pear room for close investigation 
of the subject, long lines which 
would give an opportunity to 
architects and actual building 
constructors to make their views 
known. Possibly the best 
method of procedure would he 
the appointment ‘of a Commis- 
sion to study the whole question 
its ramifica- 
tions. The activities of such a 
body might well be extended to 
all types of building, industrial 
and otherwise. On the question 
of house-building costs, it has to 
be. conceded: that they are ex-. 
tremely high, when account is 
taken of the fact that Inbonr. is 
relatively cheap and that a great 
deal of the material needed Jin

| IMPORTANT ROLE 


Farm prices play an impertant 
role in the composition of the 
average index of all prices put out 
by the United States Bureau of 
Labour Statistics, This is the 
measure of. the internal purchasing 
power of the dollar. It was shown 
from this table that the internal 
purchasing power .of the dollar 
etopped rising (that is, the general 
price level stopped falling) when 
the dollar Was severed from its 
fixed foreign exchange price. 
There are those who insist that 
such a change in the foreign ex- 
change price promotes a continuous 
drop in the internal purchasing 
power ‘of the dollur. They were 
influential. in the early Roosevelt 
days, But experience has dis- 
proved them, For, except for farm 
prices, most other prices are not 
directly affected by devaluation. 
Indirectly there may: be some bene- 
‘fit. Or there | might: be‘an  in- 
erensed sale abroad of Grand 
Rapids furniture, For, if more 
dollars accrue to the price received 
by the Texas farmer for his cotton 
as the result-of devaluation, fewer 
pounds sterling are likewise needed 
for the Briton to.buy Grand Raplds 
furniture. Hence there has been 
some stimulus to American exports;
